State in defending the people against the Sioux Indians.
Provided, That no warrant shall be drawn by the State
Anuditor ou the appropriation herein made, until there be
money in the treasury from the United Biates, as afore-
said, to pay the same.

And after the present Board of State Auditors shall
have completed the adjustment of claims, the State Aud-
itor, in case the money appropriated by the United
States shall be insufficient to pay the whole amount of
such claims which shall then be andited and wnpaid,
shall issue bis warrants wpon the Treasurer for the
amonnt of such money pro rata, upon such aundited claims.
